nor d id the land lad y keep cats, bu t all at 
once It occu rred to the land lad y of the 
hou se that it wou ld be a cold d ay when 
she wou ld permit bitu minou s coal to be 
u sed in her hou se; and the y ou ng men 
abou t the same time became equ ally d e­ 
termined to bu rn soft coal in their room. 
Hav ing paid room rent sev eral months in 
in ad v ance they got it Into their head s 
that they had rights that a land lad y shou ld 
respect. The land lad y informed them 
that they cou ld bu rn hard coal if that 
shou ld happen to be the fu el of their 
choice and she, ind eed , went so far as to 
issu e a most peremptory ord er that no 
soft coal cou ld or shou ld be u sed In her 
hou se. The three y ou ng stu d ents from 
the College had not been ou t in the world 
v ery mu ch and d id not u nd erstand ju st 
how rigid a land lad y 's ed ict wou ld be; 
recklessly continu ed on bu rning soft coal 
ju st as thou gh no marshal law had been 
d eclared and were otherwise obstreperou s, 
so to speak; and qu ite d isregard ed the 
ord er and d id not in fact appear to stand 
in any sort of awe of the ru ling au tocrat of 
the premises. At least they bad nev er 
had ex tensiv e negotiations with land ­ 
lad ies and were not well u p in the d iplo­ 
matic laws of a board ing hou se.

At tho same time ho was less culpable 
than Jaehne, who had added the crime of 
wilfull perjury to the other of bribery. 
The 
recorder said he was sorry for the prisoner's 
family, but their condition was something 
that McQuade should have taken into con­ 
sider* - ion before he became criminal. 
Due 
weight should be given, lie said, to tho fact 
that the prisoner had borne a good reputa­ 
tion previous to his election as alderman, but 
after all the crime was a very grave one and 
should receive adequate punishment. 
The 
recorder 
said also th at McQuade prob­ 
ably received a 
bribe of a t least $!<>,- 
000. 
This 
money 
would 
be 
a 
curse 
t * the prisoner, and no conscientious man 
would think of leaving the price of his own 
honor to his children to be a curse to them. 
As far as he could, the recorder said he 
would compel him to pay th at money back, 
and for that reason he lined him $3,600. 
In 
icing this he said he was not doing any in- 
justiee to McQnude’s wife and children, for 
money corruptly obtained could never ben­ 
efit any one. 
Tho prisoner was then 
ordered to the 
Tombs. 
Tho crowd in and about the park 
at this time numbered fully 
2,000, blit with 
the assistance of a numb ’r of jKilieemen'the 
party forced their wfiy through and boarded 
a Fourth avenue ear. The idlers swarmed 
about the car, jum ping on 
the platform 
and peering in a t the window, and it was 
fully five minutes before the police could 
clear the road for the car. 
Two or three 
lady passengers were greatlj' frightened, but 
a number of police officers boarded the car, 
the doors were closed and no one vva,*. per­ 
mitted to enter, and it was utterly impossi­ 
ble for any one to obtain a foothold on either 
platform. 
Tho driver whipped up his horses, 
and n<* halt was made until Jtlie car reached 
the Tombs.

London, Dec. 21.—Tho Campbell « livoree 
case closed Monday 
w ith a verdict that ac­ 
quits both the principals of dishonor, but is 
probably unsatisfactory to 
Lady Campbell, 
inasmuch as her suit for absolute divorce 
fails. 
Sir Charles Russell closed hi« appeal 
for the plaintiff, and Justice Butts delivered 
a charge to tho jury which was practically an 
instruction to acquit 
La« Iy Campbell of the

manner also to acquit Lord 
Colin of the 
same charge. 
In regard to the conduct of Lord Colin

est, cowardly ami abjectly shameful thanhb 
lordship's attempt to cast his wife into

prison for prostitutes. 
Regarding 
the charges of Lady Colin’s 
crim inal intercourse 
with Gen. Butler, the 
court said Gen. Butler ought to have come 
into court and testified whether innocent 
or 
guilty. 
If fie was innocent it would 
be im- 
possible to exaggerate 
tho extent of Ills 
meanness and cowardice in deserting Lady 
Campbell, particularly at a time when his 
presence m ight be necessary to the preserva­ 
tion of her reputation. 
However, he added, 
the jury must not construe his absence into 
evidence of guilt.

:T‘ imprisonment. 
The president in rem itting the fine w rote 
himself the following endorsement upon the 
application for pardon: “ I believe this man 
is g uilty; he dishonestly drew money from 
the g overnm ent and discredited the cause of 
honest pensioners for fifteen years; his g reed 
for more was the occasion of his detection, 
and in this application for pardon there is 
in my opinion a very q uestionable attem pt 
to make his divorced wife ai.d his mother 
g ive a false coloring to facts,

m it the fine and costs.”

To tell the truth, I waa running away . Of 
courne y ou knew that I had refused Robert 
MAfKall the summer before, in London.

country v illage. It was dreadful to have 
father and mother know- 
all about it, but it 
was a comfort, too, to have then» plan a visit 
for me, with the Ex eter Brow ns, our cousins 
in New York. 
1 shall never forget how we drove through 
the public garden and the common, glitter­ 
ing with snow and ice, on that bright winter 
day—father's 
anxious face opposite, and 
mothers teary, sweet one at my side. They 
were very sorry for me, and now I can see 
how selfish and miserable it was in me to 
afflict them with my trouble. 
It was within 
a moment or two of the time for the train to 
start when we reached the Albany depot, and 
after a swift kiss and a “(rod bless you” from 
mother, I was hurrying upon the train. 
For 
some reason still unknown to me the train 
was crowded—packed; only an empty chair 
in the drawing room ear and hardly standing 
room in the others. 
A most outrageously 
flashy and vulgar young man with a great 
show of chivalry offered me a seat next an 
equally objectionable young woman, evi­ 
dently his “girl,” and directly in front of 
a 
red hot heater. 
A number of big fanners 
stood about, and one could smell the milk in 
their boots, drawn out by the heat. 
I am 
always very sensitive to smells, and in an un­ 
reasonable pet I was about to leave the car 
and return to mother in the carriage, when 
tiw> conductor whispered a word to father, 
who, by the way, is a director of the road. 
His kind face lighted up, and with an air of 
mysterious importance the conductor led us 
through half a dozen ears of staring, noisy 
people, and 1 soon found myself in the ele­ 
gant quiet of a parlor car, in the midst of a 
theatrical troupe. 
After one comprehensive 
glance, and some whispered words of expla­ 
nation from the conductor, they ignored me 
with a well bred indifference that I could not 
have improved upon myself. 
Father left me, 
and 1 became absorbed in my reflections. 
At first my thoughts were stormy and 
hard and bitter tears distorted the winter 
landscape in my critical eyes. 
Self-pity is a 
stirring emotion in the young. 
I thought of 
Robert Marshall, and that lovely Marion 
Merlin, his bride, as even now they were 
swiftly steaming over the white winter sea 
to homes and friends ami pleasures, while I 
poor exile, must fly from the scenes of their 
delight. 
I think ¡with a laugh) that I even 
had u faint and wicked hope that they might 
never reach land. 
I felt pitifully alone and 
neglected. 
I sneered “Ah, man’s love!” and 
in short, plowed the “slough of despond,” 
and planted it with all sorts of unlovely 
growths, as all young people do, in like 
crises. By and by better and quieter thoughts 
came. 
Perhaps it was the smooth, soothing 
motion of the car upon the perfectly ad­ 
justed tracks: jicrliaps it was father's old 
port, which he had made me drink before 
starting; perhaps it was but a natural youth­ 
ful reaction, but any rate, my mood changed. 
My hand touched something in my lap with a 
« oft crush. 
Looking dow n I saw a big bunch 
of deep purple violets which mother must have 
thrust into my hand, and which in the rush 
and hurry I had not heeded. 
1 lifted them 
to my face and they brought me a sweet 
message of comfort and cheer and of brighter 
days to come.

1

tolw indifferent—to forget him—and look 
about her with The keen, professional, specu­ 
lative glance which had not grown habitual 
to her. fts yet. 
But hi« next word would 
bring back her smile, the happy little laugh, 
or the love light in the big, black fringed, 
gray eyes, I forgot all else in watching for 
the lovely rush of color that he often brought 
into the creamy white cheek. 
I could not 
determine then what gave me the impression 
of forboding sadness in her hearing. 
I can­ 
not now. 
Perhaps her perfect art baffled 
inc. 
But my woman's heart tolls ine that 
she loved that actor, on that winter's day, 
with her whole soul. They seemed to feel 
themselves alone. 
No one but myself ap- 
I» eared to notice their absorption. 
I thought 
I noticed a fleeting look of concern or pity 
in the eyes of some of the women, when once 
tbev exchanged a whispered word or two, 
and I fancied it was in behalf of my foolish 
little actress. 
At Hartford, a telegram was brought into 
the car for the “lover.” H e'read it with a 
are)css air, which even unsophisticated I 
could see to 1» assumed.

THE CABLE BUSINESS. 


HOW CHICAGO SCNDS MESSAGES TO 
EVERYBODY AND EVERYWHERE. 


W iring th e A ntip od e s—T he 
F ou r C or­ 
ners of th e E a rth B rou gh t Close To* 
ge th e r—S end ing C ip h e r BIspHtclie» —O f 


Inte re st to th e TubH c. 


“ The general public has no idea of the 
extent of the cable business in Chicago,” 
said Buninew Manager Felton, of the 
West­ 
ern Union Telegraph comi» any, in 
response 
to questions 
put to him by a reporter. 
“ Nor have many j>eople an 
adequate con­ 
ception of the vigorous manner in which 
cables and land lines have been spread over 
tho u niv e rs e ," he added. 
“ There are now, 
I believe, eight cables lictween North Amer­ 
ica and* Europe. 
They average 3.000 miles 
long, and in all the world I understand 
there arc something like 100,000 miles of 
* ubraarine telegraph lines. 
South America 
is connected with Europe by a cable from ' 
Lisbon, Portugal, to Pernambuco, Brazil, a 
distance of 3,333 nautical miles. 
This is 
the longest eable. 
Two cables connect 
Florida with the island of Cuba, and one 
extends from Cuba to Aspinwall on tho 
Isthmus, and another to Rio Janeiro. From 
Trinidad, the most southerly island of the 
West Indies, a « able follows the coast line 
of Brazil clear down to Montevideo in 
Uruguay, touching at many ports. 
There 
arc sixteen 
cable« crossing the North rcn 
and the straits of Dover. 
Two cables con­ 
nect England ami Portugal, and one cable 
connects England ami Spain. 
Nearly 
a 
score of cables lie beneath the Mediter­ 
ranean. 
One extends the entire length 
of the Bed sea’ from Suez to A« len, thern'O 
under the Arabian sea to Bombay, across 
India, under the Bay of Bengal to Penang 
ami Singapore on the Malay peninsula, 
thence north under the Gulf of Siam and 
China sea to Hong Kong and China. 
This 
i* known as the Imlo route in the east, and 
extends to Yokohama and Yeddo, Japan. 
“ A cable under the Sen of Japan connects 
Nagasaki« 4 with Vladivostok, one of the 
m ost 
remote tK>ints in Siberian Russia. 
From Sing« ]» ore a eable touches Java and 
Sum atra ami reaches 
Australia. 
Even 
the Island of Tasmania. lying south of Aus­ 
tralia. is connected with the rest of the 
world by « able, and so is New' Zealand. The 
great African cable, completed some years 
ago. etxemls from Adeu, Arabia, to Natal, 
one of the extreme southern ports of Africa. 
So, you see. the four corners of the earth 
have been brought pretty close together by 
the great cables which lie, some of them, 
nearly four miler* beneath the surface of the 
ocean. 
The only thing now necessary to 
complete the electrical circuit of the world 
is to lav a « 'able under the Pacific ocean, 
and I understand that a project is on foot, 
under the able leadership of Cyrus W . 
Field. to connect Japan and San Francisco 
via the Sandwich Islands.” 
MESSAGES SENT EVERYW HERE. 
“ Are all of these cables which you have 
mentioned used by Chicago people! 
“ Yes, indeed. There is not a cable in the 
world that is not frequently burdened with 
messages from this city. 
It is probable 
that there is not one telegraph office in the 
world to which we have not transm itted 
messages, either for residents of Chicago or 
for jx'rsons living in our territory, 
times womler where all the cable messages 
come from. 
If an office were to be opened 


about 
Iv ory , 
bark* and diamonds; To 
Arabia about date* and palm oil, to 
J av a 
about sugar: to Switzerland a I » out watches; 
to Siam at» out furs and hide*—to all ports 
of the world, concerning almost every arti­ 
cle known to commerce. Commercial use of 
cables Is developing rapidly because of the 
reduced rates, and also oti account of the 
growth o*f Chicago's business interests. 
The 
Atlar. *' cables could not l» egin to handle 
the transatlantic business were it not for the 
fact that some of the wires are worked by 
the duplex method and others by the quad­ 
ruple*. 
Q u a d ru p ling a wire, you know, 
quadruples its capacity, two men 
sending 
each way simultaneously.’*—Chicago 
Her­

SOMS FACT3 ABOUT 
PIECEWORK. 


How Compositor« Earn Largely Increased 
W age» —Disastrous Results. 
We believ e it to be a fact, as old printer! 
hav e stated to us, that men working at ty pe 
setting nowaday s do almost twice as much 
work for the money comparativ ely as they 
did tbirty -fiv c y ears ago, before the univ ersal 
adoption of the piecework sy stem. 
Then 
they worked by the week, and no man tried 
to see how much of a machine he could make 
of himself. 
But with the introduction of the 
( 
iecework sy stem it became another business, 
fpon the number of ty pe* picked up de­ 
pended the amount of money made. Some 
men by making mere machine* of themselv ee 
-hooking their nose* into the “ « pace” box 
and concentrating their whole energy ana 
nerv e force on that one thing—became rapid 
compositors and were enabled to earn largely 
increased wages. 
Other printers who did 
not care about making mere machine« of 
themselv es were forced to do it or go to 
something else, for as men dev eloped speed 
prices for composition fell, forcing men to 
renewed ex ertions to maintain a reasonable 
rate of wages. 
To-day the sy stem is one of ex cessiv e ex er­ 
tions and greater rapidity than ev er before 
attained; any ordinary compositor is doing 
as much as two did thirty -fiv e y ears ago, if 
not more, and y et it is only by the aid of a 
powerful and aggressiv e organization—their 
union—that printers manage to keep wage* 
slightly abov e what they were in that day . 
And what has been the result! If any one 
has any thing to say against the printers let him 
lay it to that fact. 
We believ e and maintain 
that the present sy stem of competition and 
ex cessiv e toil in all branches of business and 
trade tend« to driv e men to liquor, insanity 
aiul suicide, and the more y ou increase the 
ex ertion the stronger is the tendency in that 
direction. 
Men who so completely ex haust 
themselv es as those engaged in pi<?cework do 
feel the need of a stimulant, especially so if 
working at night. 
The night compositor does not get rested 
by his forenoon sleep, but comes to the office 
feeling weary and nerv eless. 
He finds that a 
glass or two of beer or a drink of whisky 
seems to arouse the v ital force. Perhaps 
after supper the same sensation is dispelled 
the same way , and again near midnight, and 
when morning comes he feels unable to climb 
the hill to his home without a “ big bowl.” 
Of course it may be y ear* before he comes to 
need so much stimulant, but it is apt to grow 
on 
him. 
Ex treme« beget ex tremes. 
The 
man who works ex cessiv ely is apt to play ex ­ 
cessiv ely . 
That is the trouble in all forms of 
employ ment in this fast age. 
Boy s and men 
do not hav e enough time for recreation, and 
attempt to crowd into one day enough fun to 
last them a month. 
Thus ore bad habit* and 
dissolution sown among workers by ov erex ­ 
ertion as fatally os the same v ices are sown 
among the children of wealth by idleness.

The cable busi­ 
ness of the office is something enormous. 
au« l just now it is increasing at the rate of 
700 or 8 00 messages weekly. 
This is due to 
the fact that the rates have been so much 
reduced on messages to England, France, 
and Germany, it being with these conn 
tries, of course, that the bulk of our business 
is transacted. 
Cable messages are carried 
very cheap nowadays—only 15 cents a word 
to Germany, and only 12 to France and 
Enlgand. 
See how cheap that is. 
“ If you a re a business man, often using 
the cables to communicate with other busi­ 
ness j » topic, you use a cipher. 
Besides, 
your nam e and address, and the name and 
address of your correspondent also, are reg­ 
istered oi the cable office, so tlint in the mes 
sages one word suffices for the address, and 
one for the signature. 
One cipher word 
may carry your whole message—for in­ 
stance. the word ‘orange’ may mean, ‘ad 
vise you to sell January wheat and buy 
pork. ’ For the word in the address you pay 
12 eents—addresses and signatures all count 
in cable work—for the signature 12 cents, 
and for the cipher word or the message it 
self 12 cents more. 
That makes only .30 
cents for a message from Chicago to Lon 
don or Paris. 
Why, a message to Ashland, 
Ohio, or Anoka, Minn., or Baral oo, Wis , 
or New Orleans would 
cost you 
more 
money. 
A very large portion of our cable 
business is done in cipher.” 
OF INTEREST TO THK PUBLIC. 
“ Are there any other cable regulations ot 
interest to the public” ’ 
“ Yes. 
Any word containing more than 
ten letters counts as two words. 
No punc­ 
tuation marks are s« *nt, unless requested 
and paid for. Oh is counted one letter. 
Ci­ 
pher words must be in one or all of these 
languages: English. French, German, Ital­ 
ian, Dutch, Portuguese, Spanish or Latin. 
Of course, we cannot handle messages in 
Chinese <n* Japanese. The Chinese residents 
of Chicago send many 
m essages to L kina, 
but they are all in English. 
We send all 
of our cables in English characters, or, 
rather, in their telegraphic symbols. 
The 
tranlatious are made, if at all. in the l« >r- 
eign offices. 
Cipher messages are often u 
conglomerate of three or four languages.
